The enclosed article appearing in the Washington 
Evening Star for February 11, 1955, auoting portions of 
your address before the American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors is a rather amazing one which leads me to 
believe that you were either misquoted or perhaps the 
auotes used were taken out of context. 

Mr. Hoover f s record of combatting communism within 
the confines of the law and his championship of civil 
rights and academic freedom over the past many years 
needs no defense. Likewise I feel certain that he 
enjoys the respect and admiration of every honest liberal 
as a result of that record. 

Much of the danger, it seems to me, lies in the 
failure of many well intended persons properly to 
distinguish between academic freedom and academic 
license, between true liberalism and subversion. 

Academic freedom permits a teacher to present 
merits and weaknesses of both communism and democracy* 
Academic license permits him to load the dice. The 
danger is not so much from the self -proclaimed 
liberals, psuedo-liberals as Mr. Hoover calls them, 
who contaminate the name of liberalism and use it as 
a guise to foster subversion and poison the minds of 
impressionable youth. 

The problem of the university administrator, as 
I see it, is to distinguish between over-zealous 
liberals who, in their search for truth, over-reach 
the mark and fall prey to subversion and those sub- 
versives who utilise them and their good name to their 
own ends. 

Academic freedom is no longer that, but treason 
when it gives aid and comfort to the enemies of our 
country. If our academic freedom is to be preserved, 
it is essential that our educators recognize that 
difference.

Humbly recognizing the- responsibilities entrusted to me, I do 
vow that I shall always consider the high calling of law enforcement to be an, 
honorable profession, the duties of which are recognized by me as both an art 
and a science. I recognize fully ray responsibilities to defend the right, to 
protect the weak, to aid the distressed, and to uphold the law in public 
duty and in private living. I accept the obligation in connection with my 
assignments to report facts and to testify without bias or display of emo- 
tion, and to consider the information, coming to my knowledge by virtue of 
my position as a sacred trust, to be used solely for official purposes. To 
the responsibilities entrusted to me of seeking to prevent crime, of finding 
the facts of law violations and of apprehending fugitives and criminals, I 
shall give ray loyal and faithful attention and shall always be equally alert 
in striving to acquit the innocent and to convict the guilty. In the per- 
formance of my duties and assignments, I shall not engage in unlawful and 
unethical practices but shall perform the functions of my office without 
f6ar, without favor, and without prejudice. At no time shall I disclose to 
an unauthorized person any fact, testimony, or information in any pending 
matter coming to my official knowledge which may be calculated to prejudice 
the minds of existing or prospective judicial bodies either to favor or to 
disfavor any person or issue. While occupying the status of a law enforce- 
ment officer or at any other time subsequent thereto, I shall not seek to 
benefit personally because of my knowledge of any confidential matter which 
has come to my attention. I am aware of the serious responsibilities of my 
office and in the performance of my duties I shall, as a minister, seek to 
supply comfort, advice and aid to those who may be in need of such benefits; 
as a soldier, I shall wage vigorous warfare against the enemies of my 1 coun- 
try, of its laws, and of its principles; and as a physician, I shall seek to 
eliminate the criminal parasite which preys upon our social order and to 
strengthen the lawful processes of our body politic. I shall strive to be 
both a teacher and a pupil in the art and science of law enforcement. As 
a lawyer, I shall acquire due knowledge of the laws of my domain and seek 
to preserve and maintain the majesty and dignity of the law; as a scientist, 
it will be. my endeavor to learn all pertinent truth about accusations and 
complaints which come to my lawful knowledge; as an artist, I shall seek to 
use my skill for the purpose of making each assignment a masterpiece; as a 
neighbor* I shall bear an attitude of true friendship and courteous respect 
to all citizens; and as an officer, I shall always be loyal to my duty, ray 
organization, and my country. I will support and defend the Constitution

Histoplasmin show test positive. Calcified tissue in Et.'SSi* lung field laterally in 
P-A projection, vertying the helium (rt.) on lateral hilar. Slight miscase in pulmonary 
matchings in both mid lung fields. 

Pulmonary functions studies are within normal limits throughout, (See attached sheet for 
individual measurements.) Old x-rays dated 6/29/50 from Garfield Hospital show essentially 
no alteration in 5 years. 

Impression - 1. Horalised calcified pulmonary scars, no evidence of any active disease what 
soever. Possibly healed Hitoplasmisis

Chest i Examination reveals a generalized increase in density throughout both lung 
fields. This density is in the form suggestive of interstitial fibrosis or infiltra- 
tion of some Sort* A calcific deposit is noted in the right mid lung field laterally, 
This appears stable. There are calcific deposits in both hilar shadows. In the 
absence of clinical history, we are unable to make a definite impression, The ap- 
pearance described could be normal for this patient, however, the patient should be 
evaluated clinically in view of the findings noted above, The p ssibility of a 
blood discrasea or Hodgkins Disease list be considered as also Boeck's Sarcoid,

Mr* Nease originally entered on duty in the Bureau on 
3-1-35 as -a Typist. He served in the Director *s Office in a clerical 
capacity from 8-4-37 until 11-1-38 when he was appointed to the 
position of Special' Agent. .Thereafter, he served in the Pittsburgh, 
New York; Louisville and Memphis Offices until 5-1-41 when he was 
assigned to the Director f s Office. He served in the Director f s Off*< 
\from 5-1-41 until 2-15-52 when he resigned to accept a position with 
{the Senate Appropriations Committee. In December, 1952, he left the 
Senate Appropriations Oommitte to accept a position with the Mathieson 
Chemical Company in Baltimore, Maryland. (This is the same company 
with which former Inspector R. C. Hendon had been associated.) 
However, in March, 1953, he returned to the Senate Appropriations 
Committee as he felt there was no great future in his position at 
the Mathieson Chemical Company and he would be better off to return 
to the Senate Appropriations Oommitte. 

Mr. Nease was reinstated in the Bureau on 4-25-55 and 
assigned as Inspector in the Training and Inspection Division. 
Effective 8-25-55 he was transferred to Mr. Tolson f s Office as a 
replacement for Inspector Joseph A. Sisoo who was transferred to 
the Domestic Intelligence Division as Inspector J^n^Jlharge, of th§

cerning replacing Agent supervisors with .high grade clerical super- 
visors in several divisions. APPRECIATION was expressed to him by 
letter dated 2-17-55 for coming to the defense of the Bureau in 
connection with the unwarranted critical remarks made by Bean Barnaby 
C. Keeney of Brown University when addressing the American Association 
of University Professors* Mr. Nease had written Bean Keeney protesting 
the unwarranted attack on this occasion.

J have carefully reviewed the delinquencies existent 
in the functioning of the Liaison- Internal Security Sections 
of the Domestic Intelligence Division, headed by Inspector 
Victor P. Keay, with the view to determining whether any 
changes are indicated in the management of this operation* 
Because of the international situation, the Domestic Intelligence 
Division of the Bureau is an extremely important .and sensitive 
operation* Any malfunctioning of this Division has a potential 
for causing irreparable damage to the reputation of the FBI* 

The Liaison and Internal Security Sections of this 
Division are particularly sensitive and it is essential that 

Ithey be under the direct guidance of a man with Keen foresight, 
strict, aggressive leadership qualities, sound judgment and an 
analytical kind* Although Inspector Keay has some of these 
qualities, I must conclude that he has exhibited specif ic 
shortcomings since he reported to the Domestic Intelligence 
Division to assume his duties as Inspector in Charge of the 
Internal Security- Liaison Sections on June 1, 1954, which 
force me to conclude that he should be relieved of this assign- 
ment and transferred to other duties which will be indicated 
hereinafter. ' The situations which lead me to this conclusion are 
summarized below* 

By letter dated January 19, 1955, he was censured for 
faulty judgment in hav ing failed to acknowle dge a cablegram request 
by an tnspmetnr of the I \ fjsr information

It is pointed out that all Bureau officials and supervisors were 
notified that the scheduled firearms training period for July 1955 would 
be held on July 5, 6, 7, 8, 18, 19. 20, 21, 25, 26, 27, 28 D Based on 
instructions in your memorandum to the Director dated 7/7/55 my memorandum 
to you dated 7/8/55 with copies to Messrs d Boardman, Nichols, and all 
Assistant Directors was prepared instructing the Bureau officials to submit 
to the Training and Inspection Division by close of business 7/11/55 
number of individuals who already fired at one of July firearms sessions; 
identity of each investigative employee to attend remaining shoots and 
date on which he would attend; identity of any employee not scheduled to 
shoot during July; the reason therefore and the identity of all employees 
then delinquent in any nhase of firearms training They were further

necessitated taking blood from the hospital blood bank. It was desirable 
to replace this blood. This fact was made known to SAC A. M. Bryant of the 
Little Rock Office and, in true Bureau fashion, the response was immediate. 
The following morning X checked with the hospital blood bank to inquire 
as to what steps were necessary to replace the blood in the bank and was 
informed the matter was taken care of and at that time Agents were already 
reporting to donate blood. 

My Mother has Rh negative type blood and ordinarily to replace 
the same a considerable amount more is necessary than is actually used. 
Two of the Agents who contributed did have this type of blood, but 
nevertheless the hospital accepted only the amount necessary to replace the 
blood used and it is my understanding they would rather rely upon the 
knowledge that they have an organisation such as the Bureau, which they 
can call upon when needed, rather than accept a considerable number of 
donations at this time which would ordinarily be required.

I should like to report, as a matter of record, an occurrence in 
my home over the weekend. I was out of town Saturday night on a camping 
trip with my youngster and upon returning homeyesterday evening late, my 
wife informed me that sometime Saturday night late, her mother, who was 
staying with her, heard what she thought was someone trying to enter the back 
door. The next morning my wife found both back gates standing open and the dog 
was gone, but he subsequently returned. One gate in particular is difficult to 
open and cannot be opened by small children. It was subsequently reported to us 
that one of our neighbors three doors down the street had had a somewhat similar 
occurrence inasmuch as the lady of the house had been watching television and 
about 1:30 went to her front door to lock it and upon opening the door she saw, 
staring her in the face, a young boy around 19 years of age who ducked and ran 
out to a car which was .parked down the street, the car having been parked there 
for a considerable period of time. Upon calling for her husband, he went out to 
the car and found two boys of this approximate age, and upon asking them to 
identify themselves, they refused to and started off, nearly running him down. 
This instance was reported to the police who responded. The license^nunb er 
of the car had been obtained which car wa s a 1951 Pontiac CoupeAlicen se number 
VA-118JD49.

It occurred to me : 
ately suspicious of some of the boy\Mends of a young girl who lives 
to me. This young girl engagesJEn v very questionable conduct and therpus very 
little parental control. She is about 16 years of age and, apparently comes and 
goes as she pleases. I have been awakened on numerous occasions in th^ early 
hours of the morning when she was coming hom e, usually accompanied by several 
of her boy friends. The above instance, occurred around 1:30 in the morning. 

Last night around 10 o'clock, as I was preparing to retire and had just 
I turned out the lights, my wife called my attention to the fact that there were 
[three young men out in the front yard. I immediately checked on the matter and 
detained them. They attempted to explain that they were in the neighborhood to 
; apologize for the disturbance they had created the night before. I told them this

was strange as I had made no complaint, but it developed that they had been 
down to the other neighbors, who, they realized, had secured their license 
number, and apparently the police had been in touch with the parents of one 
attempting to locate them but had not thus far done so. I told him their apologies 

I were not accepted, that it was a very serious matter when boys their ages went 
around attempting to enter people's homes, and that they should make their 
explanations to the police, and I subsequently turned them over to the police. 
Two of them attempted to alibi that they were looking for the third member who 
was supposedly visiting the neighboring girl, having gone to her house at 1 
o'clock in the morning to sequre his football letter. The girl was quartered in 
a basement room, the rest of her family being on the second floor. I am quite 
certain the girl's parents were unaware of this visit, if such did occur. They 
further stated that they had become confused and had attempted to enter the wrong 
house. I am quite certain the boys were lying since, while I could not recognize 
them by features, I did recognize them by size as the same three I had seen on 
Friday night around midnight when the dog woke, me up barking. One of the police 

(officers subsequently advised me that one of the boys has a record for house- 
breaking. They took them to the police station where they were to be turned over 
to the juvenile authorities. 

This seems to be a typical example of the irresponsibility of 
some young people' s parents letting them roam the streets at all hours of the 
night and, to say the least, their intentions were indeed questionable. Unless 
advised to the contrary, I shall ask the Resident Agency at Alexandria to make a 
I discreet check to ascertain what action the police will take.

Concerning your inquiry as to the Reason Mr. Spencer 
Drayton's name was not included on the list of those who had accepted 
the Director's invitation to the banquet, I have ascertained the following: 

The first connection the Crime Records Section had with this 
whole project was on October 10, 1957, when they were requested to send out 
the invitation letters. Mr. Long first checked with the office of Mr. Parsons, 
who with Messrs. Tamm and Trotter is a co-chairman, to obtain any previous 
data regarding invitations and acceptances. Agent Long advises that he was 
informed that an invitation had gone to Mr. Drayton, M. C. Patterson, and 
Dr. J. Warren Hastings. He was also loaned the replies of Mr. Patterson's 
and Dr. Hastings' acceptances. He states that no mention of ah acceptance 
from Mr. Drayton was made. 

The files show a memorandum from the Director to Mr. Tolson, 
Mr. Tamm and Mr. Nichols dated September 18, 1957, indicating acceptances 
by Mr. and Mrs. Drayton. This memorandum was never routed to the Crime 
Records Section. Mr. Nichols' copy was retained in his office. Even though 
this memorandum had been directed to the Crime Records Section at that time 
it would not have been listed as an acceptance as ;theyn^erenfiixt"hairdlinglthe77 
project then.

League Against War and Fascism* 
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Ao J* Muste was a signer of the brief am c uriae presented to the U<,$* Supreme 
Court on January 11 9 1951 9 on behalf of the Cosnmusust Protestant Episcopal clergyman,, 
William Howard Melisho 

According to the Near lork Times* December 21 9 1955 Ao Jo Muste initiated a 
Christmas amnesty plea for the Communists who had been convicted under the Smith Acto 
The plea was addressed to Eisenhower 9 urging commutation of all previous sentences and 
postponement of pending trials 

In 1934» Ao Jo Muste was national chairman of the Workers Party of the UoS* fl a 
Communist party formed by the merger of the Communist League of America and the American 
Workers Pansy 

The Declaration of Principles made it crystal clear that the merged party was a 
real Communist party© 

With respect to the ideological foundation of the new party 9 the declaration of 

Principles saidg 

The Workers Party of the U o S is founded on the great principles of 
revolutionary theory and practice stated by Marx and Lenin and tested 
by the experience of the class struggle on an international scale „ 
above all xn the Russian Revolution of 1917 (the ^October Revolution" ) 
Trie Workers Patty conceives as its duty the realistic application of 
these principles to the present historical situation*, Since its 
primary task is the defeat of the enemy at home — the overthrow of 
the capitalist government of the United States «« the Workers Party 
will seek first and foremost 9 to demonstrate to the working class of 
the UoSo and its allies that the application of the principles of 
revolutionary Marxism is the sole means for the fulfillment of their 
historical needs and interests* 

Under the heading of "Conquest of Power ^ A Jo Muste and his fellow Communists 

adopted a program for "taking power 33 which was a malodorous regurgitation of Lenin ® 

Workers Councils* But the Workers Party of the U C S. was undiluted Leninism without a 

Lenin, although Tovarish Muste cast himself in the role of the American Bolshevik saint* 

Here°s what they saids 

The fundamental mass instrument of this struggle for power* o ©will be 
the Workers Councils (Soviets)* The Workers CouncilSoooare the organs 
which mobilize the workers for the revolutionary assault as well as the 
organization form of state power after the victoryo It is through them n 
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not through the existing governmental apparatus t which represents the 
interest only of capitalist minority p that the workers will overthrow 
the capitalist class and take power*, *<>The workers will abolish the 
whole machinery of the capitalist state in order to render it incapable 
of counter-revolutionary activity and because it cannot serve ag the 
instrumentality for restablishing a new social order Its place will 
be taken by the workers state based on the Workers Councils*, The 
workers state 9 while assuring and continually extending far more 
genuine and substantial democratic rights to the masses than ever 
accorded to them under capitalism^ will function as a dictatorship of 
the working class against its enemies*, 

In the late 1920°s and early 193O a s A* Jo Ataste was head of Brookwood Labor 
College at Katonah^ New York., This institution was repudiated by the American Federa~ 
tion of Labor on the grounds of its Communist leanings© 

While head of Brookwood Labor College Muste founded the Conference for 

Progressive Labor Action*, At the top of its letterhead^ the CPLA carried the following 

as its purposes 

The Conference for Progressive Labor Action is an organization of 
militants which roots itself in American soil and seeks to face the 
realities of American life* It helps the workers in their daily 
struggles for bread and justice against injunctions 5 Yellow<~Dog 
contracts and official brutality « It seeks to stimulate in the 
existing and potential labor organisations a progressive p realistic,, 
militant labor spirit and activity* It aims to inspire the workers 
to take control of industry and government s abolish the present 
capitalist system and build a workers republic & and an economic 
system operated for the benefit of the masses and not of the few*, 

'Ao Jo Muste°s Communist views 9 as expressed in the Workers Party of the U S and 

the Conference for Progressive Labor Action many years ago might well be overlooked 

if in the meantime he had become a bona fide anti -Communist* But*,, his record as 

chairman of the American F6fum for Socialist Education^ his appeals on behalf of the 

Rosenbergs and the Smith Act defendants *, and his attempts to whitewash the Communist 

Party as it is now constituted make it clear that his present-day views and interests 

are thoroughly in line with Communist Party objectives*

Item 48, the electrocardiogram, is not required unless the examinee is over 
35 years of age or unless other examination indicates such is desirable. 

If the examinee is an applicant, the Chest X-ray and blood type and Rh factor 
(Items 46 and 49) are not necessary unless the facilities for affording same are readily 
available to the examiner.
